FIRST OPENED IN 1912 

The Bank itself was born on 
July 15, 1912, -when’ Mr.’ Cater.

Governor .of the _Common: 
wealth. Bank of “Ajlustralia, | 
opened ‘the. first brarich of the’ 
Bank’s Savings Department at 
Modern Chambers, 317 ‘Collins 
Street,.Melbourne, and. at. 489! 
agenciés at’ Monéy. Order” Post 
Offices in Victoria. 

At- this time twenty-three 
banks, capital £28,000,000,. were 
operating in Australia, but the 
Commonwealth began with no 
capital, It borrowed ‘£10,000 
for opening expenses: from the: 
Treasury and repaid it. very: 
shortly afterwards. : 

Denison Samuel King Miller, 
who was born at’ Wollongong ' 
(south ‘of Sydney) and. brought 
up .at Deniliquin (N.S.W. 
Riverina), where his. father was 
the school's headmaster, began , 
work as Governor, at £4,000 a 
year, on June 1, 1912, and in 
six weeks had performed the! 
colossal task of personally 
intérviewing . and engaging 
staff, establishing world agen- 
cies, finding premises’ and 
opening the’ Bank. - 


ONLY. ELEVEN EMPPLOYFES 
The Commonwealth Bank 
began with. eleven ‘employees, 
including two .typists and a 
messenger. The Prime Minis- 
ter (Mr. Andrew. Fisher) - was 
its first customer, and accounts 
on the first day totalled 519 | 
and deposits £8,325,- _ 

On January 20, 1913, the 
Commonwealth Bank opened 
its General Banking - Division 
in Sydney — at temporary 
premises in Stanway . House, 
King Street — and also at 
Melbourne, infant Canberra, 
Brisbane, Townsville, Adelaide, 
Perth Hobart and London. 
And four months later the 
Prime Minister laid the foun- 
dation stone of the Bank’s 
Head Office ‘at the corner of 
Martin Place and Pitt Street, 
Sydney. Under the stone were’ 
two glass jars containing docu- 
ments, speeches and news- 
papers of the day and gold, 
silver and copper coin and 
notes worth, then, £188/10/3. 

ALTONA BRANCH OPENED 

The Altona Branch of the 
Commonwealth was first open- 
‘ed in April, 1959, according to 
the manager, Mr. Johnston, so 
that the Bank has been linked 
with development of this area 
for 34 years. 

The Commonwealth Bank 
had hardly begun when World 
War I started, yet in the next

When World War 1 ‘ended, 
the Bank -continued its aid “to 
the Digger. It built 1,777 
houses and bought 5,179 for re- 
turned soldiers, at a total cost 
of more than £4,000,000, and 
also started an insurance 
scheme for. war, service homes. 

The first house, built in 1919 
in 35 days for only £500 at 
Canterbury, Sydney, was for 
Driver _T.. H. Baxter. The 
builder, believe it or not, was 
Mr, Christopher Wren. 
“In the “Mad Twenties”, 
decade of jazz, the “talkies”, 
the rise of Dictator Mussolini 
in Italy, record--. breaking 
flights like ‘sir Charles Kings-. 
ford-Smith’s first. crossing of 
the Pacific, the Common- 
wealth Bank began to change. 

In 1924, ‘a. year after the 
death of Sir Denison Miller, a 
Board of Directors was con- 
stituted to direct the officers of 
the Bank—the Board com- 
prised the Governor, the Secre- 
tary to the Treasury and six 
other members. Control of the 
Note Issue Department, which 
was established four .years 


‘previously, was also vested in

When .the gold train from 
Melbourne stopped at. Jerilderie, 
a Tasmanian soldier guard, 
who did not know the main- 
land, asked a railway employee 
the town’s name. 

“This is Jerilderie, . where 
Ned Kelly held up the bank,” 
he.was told, 

The soldier’ turned to a fel- 
low guard. “It’s a pity Ned 
Kelly isn’t here now.” 

When H.M.AS. Perth was 
sunk in the Battle of Sunda 
Strait on March 1, 1942, the 
Paymaster survived with the 
cruiser’s Commonwealth Sav- 
ings Bank’ records in his life- 
Later, while a prison- 
er-of-war on the Burma Rail- 
way, he buried the records, 
which were recovered after the 
atom bomb blasted . Hiroshima 
and Japan surrendered.

Silver coin was so short in
